who were working on a submarine 
tunnel at a wooden crib a mile and n 
halt from shore. Tho crib wa<3 used 
In the construction of a new subma- 
rine 'tunnel connecting with tho south 
side of tlio clty at 74th street. 

It Is known that 95 workmen were 
employed on tho crib and tho COU'; 
necting tunnel at tho time of tho ex- 
plosion which started tjio firo and 
drove the men into tho flames and 
water. The work of tho destructivo 
element began suddenly and it reaped 
Its harvest of dead and injured with 
such fierceness that tho contrn.ctlng 
firm of Georgo W. Jackson and thu 
rescuers . have been, unable, to. arrive 
at any tiling ,,Ilke an accurate, list of 
those who perished. All South Side 
hospitals are filled with the injured 
men tonight. 

Boats ana tugs made frequent trlpji 
tonight to the scene of the dlsastof 
through tho heavy ico floosi.

OF SCHOOL BOARD 



George Jay Appointed to tlie 
Office for Tliird Time in 
Succession 



For the third time In succes.si 
Trustee George Jay will he chairman 
of the school board. At last night's 
meeting, the first to be held by tho 
new board Trn.stee Jay was nnanlinous 
ly appointed to fill the position and as 
he took the chair ho was roundly ap 
plauded. 

In thanking tho trustees tor tlie 
honor conferred upon him Trustee Jay 
declared that ho could not find words 
to express his pleasure and pride." He 
felt that by re-electing himself and 
Trustee Staneland the electors had ex- 
pressed their eonfidenco In the board 
of last year, this confidence being 
further demonstrated by the passing 
of tho school loan bylaw.

A 
letter from Mr. Talt explaining that 
owing to the ■ fact that he was not 
legally entitled to be elected trustee 
he would have to retire was also con- 
sidered. Trustee Jay pointed out that 
the School Act makes It Imperative 
that no trustee can take ills seat at 
the board beCoro making the statut.ary 
declaration. Mr. Tait has not done this, 
accordingly there Is a vacancy at tho 
board wliich will have to be filled by 
another election , being held.

A 
lack ot confidence Is usually accom- 
panied by a deslro to accumulate funds, 
nnd this moans unwillingness to risk 
Investments in enterprises which are 
attractive 'and dcslral)Io. Our statement 
gives every Indication of the' great 
change In our (Inanclal position during 
the . year.' • We are still- feeling the ef- 
fects of the general liquidation already 
rof erred to, and this must bo reflected 
in our earning power. Confidence, vhow-: 
ev^er,-. Is returning, and wo have -every 



reason to believe that the coming year, 
will .bring a fair measure of prosper- 

,4ty/i^'-; . :-y'^.i' 

- ""Thfe-- net- prollts for the past' year" 
show a decrease ot $125,016.89 as com- , 
pared with the figures of tho previous 
year, but they are slightly in excess of 
16',i per cent.- on the ])ald-up capital, 
and under the' circumstances we feel 
that this result Is a very satisfactory 
one. Had it .lot been that , tho volume 
of our loans was well maintained dur- 
ing the early part of the year, the de- 
crease would have been much greater. 

We have paid the, usual dividends at

Usually, they, are notewioi'.lhy 
chiefly for what thdy say no'thing 
about. Neither In Victoria nor In 
Ottawa, have governments the prac- 
lifce of taking the members very fully 
into their confidence at the opening 
dq.y of the session, and the repre.sen- 
tativis of Ills -Majesty generally favors 
Jils audience with a little vague In- 
formation about something that every 
body knows already. Hence we do 
not look for anything in the nature of 
a.' surprise In what Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Dunsmuir may say today, al- 
tl^ough we would not suggest that 
the absence of such material is to be 
taken as foreshadowing an unimport- 
ant 'or uneventful session. Certain 
ttitngs wlU certainly bo mentioned. It 
the time-honored practice Is followed, 
such as the prosperity of the province, 
the Tercentenary of the founding of 
Quebec, the centenary o| the dls- 
coVory of the Frascr, the lamented 
death of Sir Henri Joly de L.otblnlero 
. and the success of the various fruit 
pxhibitB. During the year the Fernlo 
disaster called for measures of relief 
npi contempteted when supply was 
sranted, and the rapid development of 
the-provlnco has made essential large 
outlays that were necessarily unfore- 
.Bcen. . Constitutional practice requires 
li-inatters of this kind to be reported 
'vto the Legislature, and probably the 
,'jIilcutenant-Governor will bo asked to 
i'make reference to them. The same 
remark applies to the negotiations 
carried on by (ho .government with tlie 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway company. 
I-Ils^_'lIon55_ ^n \hardly fall to reCcr 
to the creatton of - the Department of 
;,VVorlts In pursuance of the Act passed 
:';at the lasti^seBsJon. 

We do'''not4atn.tlcip'ate a '.forecast of 
' ■much ^ new ■"legislation, but in view of 
^ the Implied promise, given last year 
we shall expect the government to 
inake some announcement in regard 
tt) its Irrigation policy. At the very 
'outset of 'the investigation of this 
question, Mr. Fulton, who had the 
matter In charge, was confronted by 
the problem lnvol\'ed in tlie storage 
and distribution of water. The ques- 
tion Is full of difficulties, for rights 
hitherto acquired by private individ- 
uals had to be considered, and the best 
ineans of handling this necessary 
water, could not be determined off- 
liand. As it la well known that the 
subject has been receiving the atten- 
tion of the government during the re- 
cos."!, we anticipate some announcement 
about it today. 

MUNICIPAL IIVIPROVEMENT. 



The new. streets,' in. the part-of tlio 
city referred to are going to .prove a 
great addition to its attractiveness. 
"Vancouvbr street will afford a new 
entrance to the Park and a very pretty 
drive, although it will not bo very 
long. Southgate street will extend 
east to Cook and we suppose on to 
Moss, addlng,also -.to^-. the length of the 
attractive driveways. "Cook and Van- 
couver ought- to be 'put In 'good shape 
just as soon as possible. We hope a 
good many people will act on the sug- 
gestion ^ contained in thcoi^nlng-sen-' 
teiice of this article. Actual 'demon- 
stration Is worth more than all the 
arguments In the world. No man can 
possibly see what has been done in 
that locality without 'jwlshing to have 
something like It where he himself 
resides, If he hasn't it already, and 
the wish would probably bo father to 
the necessary action to secure it. 



If any one wishes to set what can bp 
done In the way of clreet Improvement 
by the adoption of a well-considered 
plan, he has only to go to the corner 
of Vancouver and Humboldt streets 
and look .westward along - the latter. 
He will see "a' well-rounded dry'road- 
vway, with ceinent gutters 'and curb, a 
well-kept boulevard and excellent 
cement sidewalks extending over the 
ero-wn of the hill which limits the view 
of the 'surface. All that is noccs.sary 
to coniplete It i.s that the carriage 
way shall be surfaced with tar- 
macadam or some other preparation 
that will prevent the dust and kcfep 
the -water out of the roadbed. Tlie 
young trees on the boulevard look 
healthy, and with the addition .sug- 
gestejd^tthls piece of street will be all 
thai 'any one can wish. By the way, if 
an electric light were put on the big 
tree it would bo useful on very dark 
nights. A couple of incandescent 
lights., one on each side, would .•iorvn 
the purpose of indicating the poaltion 
of the tree. An Improvement similar 
to that on Hun-iboldt street is planned 
for the extension of Vancouver street 
lo meet the Park road. The admirable 
e.'cample being set in the locality will 
stimulate effort at improvement in 
other parts of the city. There is some 
excellent work of the same kind being 
done on Hillside avenue.

PARLIAMENT OPENED. 

The Parliament of Canada assembled 
yesterday, when Mr. Charles Marcil 
was chosen Speaker, and Mr. Gilbert 
H. Mclntyre Deputy Speaker. This af- 
tcrnoon.at 3 the speech will bo deliv- 
ered. It will be 'la rgely 'formal. The 
government has. It is understood, a 
good many measures, most of them 
non-contentious in a political sense, 
to submit, but It is not probable that 
even a majority of these will be men- 
tioned today. 

We look for- an interesting ses.?ion, 
but unless something unexpected oo- 
cur.s, not a spectacular one. There area 
number of Important nuitter.s to be 
dealt with, but they are not of a cl£\ss 
which necessarily involves any great 
question of policy. They are rather of a' 
routine nature, using the word rou 
tine in a largo sense as signif.ving tlie 
measures shown to be necessary by 
the - operation of -existing laws:-- 

There soems to be an impression at 
Ottawa that an effort will be made to 
amend the procedure of the House of 
Commons, so as to prevent the undue 
prolongation of discussion. "We look 
for legislation In regard to the pro 
posed Department of tabor. One 
matter of national importance, which 
must be considered this session Is the 
proposed treaty -with the United States. 
In respect to this much Interest will 
arise, as to- how Canadian rights in 
waters on the Paciflc coast are to be 
safe-guarded; but of this, it will bo 
time enough to speak when the treaty 
Is brought down. 



"TrtE UNEMPLOYED CROWD." 

The above licading is a quotation 
from a letter sent In by Mr. Ed-ward 
MusgraveV As he .interpolates It In' a 
general 'observation' made 'by the Col- 
onist, we suppose it is right to assume 
the expression to have a general ap- 
plication; Now, Jt probably makes 
very little difference What either o'lir 
correspondent or the Colonist may say 
in regard to the problem of the unem- 
ployed in the United Kingdom, but the 
Idea underlying the quoted expression 
seems to be one that balls for some 
comment.. Unhappily, there is an "un- 
employed crowd" in the United King- 
dom, and still more unfortunately it la 
one that is growing in numbers and 
bitterness, ' The problem to which 
these unfortunates give rise is one of 
the most tremendous with which the 
British people were ever confronted. 
It Is said of a French princess In the 
days before the Revolution that she 
asked what a mob of people were 
clamoring for, and when told that it 
was for bread, answered: "Why dcn't 
they cat cake?" The Ingorance ex- 
hibited In the words of the Utile prin- 
cess Is still abroad In the world today, 
Men demand work; they demand that. 
If they cannot- be given work, they 
shall be allowed to plant something 
on which they can hope to sustain 
life. They are told that they must 
not bo .80 unreasonable,' that they 
must -not Interfere -with the vested 
rights of other men, who acquired 
those rights no one knows exactly how. 
To certain ijeojile tlie most sacred 
rlglit.s in all the world are those of 
property. A Victorian who was In 
London not long ago, told the Cblonist 
that. In his visit to one of the many 
charitable institutions In tliat city of 
appalling extremes, he was told of 
two little boys who were expected at 
the institution, but did not arrive. The 
matron found, on enquiry, the follow- 
ing facts: The father was out of work: 
the mother was In bed with an Infant 
two days old: there was nothing to 
eat In the house: the two little lads 
liud gone to school without ha.vlnghad 
anything to eat: a baiter's cart passed 
by heaped with crusty loaves: the 
ravening lads sprang upon it, took a 
loaf and greedily devoured It. Then 
the stror.g arm of the law arosa. A 
father might wander hopelessly with 
tlie "unemployed crowil"; a mother 
might hug to her breast her hungry 
babe; two British boyo might wander 
starving through the streets, and the 
law had nothing to say: .but when a 
loaf of baker's bread, was touched, 
when the sacred rlSht of property was 
Interfered with;' the mighty forces of 
the Empire were prompt to throw the 
little lad.'i into prison. Well, at least, 
they wore fed there, but unhappily, 
instead of going fed to school -and be- 
ing taught' useful knowledge, they 
learned that morning that' crime was 
the shortosf and quickest way to siiel- 
ter and food. As they were only 
a jiart of the spawn of the.."unempliiy- 
ed crowd," it probably ^ makes no dif- 
ference noyr. ' Biit God help- Bnghtnd 
If that ' crowd ever aaserts- its "right* to 
live! 

"Wo have .spolten al)ovc of the char- 
itable organizations of London. These 
are many and efficient, and there are 
hundreds of others throughout iho 



country. But charity offers no ade- 
quate remedy for the terrible evils 
which are seething beneath the sur- 
face. Charity pauperizes: it is power- 
less to uplift the masses, pay by day. 
In the slums of the great cities, children 
are belr.g- born who nileht under favor- 
able conditions become strong and 
noble men and women, able- to sustain 
and; advance the' prestige of Britain 
all the world over; but under existing 
conditions thoy either swell the "un- 
employed crowd," or, worse still, seek 
by ylcd and crime to eke out the 
miserable existence, which they are 
able to manage.vuppn the paltry pit- 
tance paid for the most nionlal tasks. 
Dally there arrive In England the off- 
scourings of Europe, the men and wo- 
men whom years of oppression have 
taught to Iiate the ;very name of gov-- 
erriment," These 'jjreed anarchy, but 
as yet the submerged British clement 
of the population listens with only a 
passive^ Interest. Occasionally meet- 
ings are held in the open air, where 
thousands attend and arp taught tiie 
doctrines of revolution. So far these 
meetings have quietly dispersed .-md' 
no violence is attempted, but no one 
kho'"'- atter than the police ho-W;.thln 
til" 1. is that keeps down the boll- 
ins; c;<-;> o " social discontent. The plc- 
tuio U not an attractive one, Is It? 
We have spoken of the United King- 
dom only, because it I.s wltli that coun- 
try that wo are the most concerned. 
In the continental cities worse condi- 
tions exist, for those demonstrations 
arc suppressed. The problem is not 
local. It tlnds expression in America, 
this so-called land of boundless op- 
portunities. 

There are some who will say that 
those things are Socialistic. Yon might 
as well stigmatize a physician a.s the 
plague, because he points out that the 
Black Death has obtained a foothold 
In a community. Do you think that 
these starving thousands In the great 
cities arc Socialists? Thoy have not 
advanced to that stage. They are 
simply cold a:id hungry. They have 
no thoughts about the reorganization 
Of society; thoy give no' heed to the. 
form of government. Some of them 
ask, and expect it as a right, to be 
fed. housed and clothed. Others, who 
have not sunk so low, siniplj ask to 
be given a clianco to work. What shall 
be done about It? The German men- 
ace may bo real or imaginary; the 
two-power naval standard doubtless 
if very Important; but the bitter cry 
of Outcast Englan.d is a signal of real 
danger; the maintenance of an econ- 
omic standard under which every man, 
who wishes to work, may liavo a 
chance to do so, is the greatest jiro- 
tcction that Britain can need. No for- 
eign army Is as dangerous as^an army 
of the unempjioyed, Yjclous"'ahd crimi- 
nal at home; no huiiibef of ^iiis^ afloat 
can afford protection equal' to that 
which will be afforded by a well-fed 
population earning Its living by honest 
work. It was "ilerrle England" that 
stood against the world In arms.

A London correspondent cabled tho 
other day that the Bishop of Moo- 
sonee had advised the Home Govern- 
ment to purchase a tract of land in 
ills diocese, whet-con to place the un- 
employed.

He is airily indifferent to 
tho financial asjicct of the scheme, 
which Nellson so ruthlessly exposed 
at the meeting of tha Colonial In- 
stitute. It is quite obvious that the

Supposing t,ho allghtost shrink- 
age has occurred under the crust 
Of the earth in a district where such 
mountains fetand, then this enormous 
pressure slnqily breaks up the hollow 
crust and you have an , earthquake. 
'As for the reports that the earth 
moved several Inches at Seattle,' con- 
tinued llio professor,- 'I . find it ex- 
tremely difficult to give credence to 
any such statement. It is .more than 
likely that it rosulf.H from unscientific 
observation. The Instrumcnt.M which 
scientists now have at tlieir disposal 
for measuring tho exterit. of earth- 
quakes and tremors shoVy-ftUat the 
usual amount of verticar movement is 
only about two millimetres, 6r. about 
one-twelfth of ap lnch.'"

Some quaint stories lIluBtratlhg the 
Irish character in tho eighteenth- cen- 
tury are told In "Old Irish Life," an 
article which appears In tho January 
number of "Blackwood's Magazlnpi" 
The following are samples: — During 
the general election of 1783, ivhen 
Colonel Martin unsuccessfully con- 
tested the County Galway, one of his 
strongest supporters upon the liustings 
was a Mr. D'Arcy, a very fluent 
speaker, endowed with a fund of hu- 
mor, a powerful Irish brogue, and un- 
limited courage. He had, however, un- 
happily lost the use of his lower limbs, 
and was therefore transported from 
place to i)lace in a sodan chair or car- 
ried, where the chair could not go, in 
the arms of the brawny chairmen. 
During the election — which, by the 
way, lasted nearly two month.s— he re- 
ceived some affront from a young 
gentleman belonging to the opposite 
camp, a stranger in those part.i, and 
promptly called him out. The young 
man was naturally averse to flgh: ii 
man considerably older than hlmreif 
under such unequal conditions, and he 
begged that Mr. D'Arcy would nomin- 
ate .some one of his frlenda to meet 
iilm. D'Arcy furiously inciensed, swore 
that It was nQt- hls ;as|h|on. . nor the 
fashion of the ^.;<?«)wnty.' Galway, to 
fight by projcy, and that he himself 
and np. other -would .If ight the young 
spark. Having therefore np. alterna- 
tive, th^i latter; •went ito.th.0 ground at 
the time appointed, and. found D'Arcy 
seated in an , arnjehalr fipd.qager for 
tho fray. ' Not ' to -Ise' outdone, the 
younger man despatched his second 
for another armchair, ftnd, sitting opi 
poslte each other, the- combatants 
fought several rounds, till the seconds 
^t last Intervened, and the affair ter- 
minated. 

John Toler, ^vho !was ''afterwards 
Lord Norbury and Chief Justice of 
the Common Pleas, was the younger 
eon of an Impoverished Tlpperary 
landlord. His father, when he lay dy-' 
Ing, called him to his bedside, and 
told lilm that, as the estate must pass 
to his elder brother, all ho could be- 
queath to hhn wa.s £50 and his 
rluelling pistols — a h.-indsomo silver- 
mounted pair of barkers such ns were 
heirlooms in most Irish famllipa nt 
that day, and marked, some of them, 
with a nick for every man thoy Imd 
brought down. "Now,. Jack," said 
the dying man, "always be ready to 
keep up the credit of tho family and 
tho honor of an Irish gentleman." 
I'nier took the paternal advice to 
heart, and boeamo no less renowned 
for his deeds of arms than for his legal 
attainments. IIi^ obtalnd a seat In 
the Irish House of Commons, and, be- 
ing a thick-nnd-thln adherent of the 
Oovornment, lie was always the man 
Whrmi the Administration relied upon 
to challenge any member of the Op- 
position who miule himself obnoxious. 
His promotion In consequence wa.s i<o 
rapid that it was said ho "shot up" In- 
to preferment. 

Bcgglo Is tho ancient Rhogium, and 
is mentioned in the, Acts of the Apos- 
tles. St. Paul called there on his way 
from Cosarea to Rome. "Wo fetched 
a compuHB," runs tho text, "and came 
to Kheglum." The fact Is, or was, 
commemorated by tho Inscription in 
large letterii along tho front of the 
Cathedral of the Latin version of the 
text, ■ "Circumlegontes dovenlmus Rho- 
gium." . The town, like Me.sBlna, was 
laid In ruins by the eartliqualjo of 
1783, and . of Its old buildings hardly 
anything remains except the Norinah 
fortress, "so shaken," notes Georgo 
OlHsing, "by tliat. century-old disaster 
that huge gaps show whore Its rent 
wall sank to - a Ipwor,' level upon the 
hlllBldo." .. •, ' • . '

But bo- 
fore the sound of tlio crying dies, and 
all is covered over as after a great 
"wash-out," there is now a pause for 
action. There is still time to do souio- 
thing besides marvel and lament. We 
may be sure that all the money that 
call be found will be wanted to feed 
and clothe the survivors, to clear the 
wrenkago of four cities, and to begin 
tho weary task of building them up 
again, before mankind in those ancient 
seats can look to the future again 
with courage and hope. 

Referring to the Lord Mayor of 
London's fund In aid of tho earth- 
quake's victims, the Morning Post 
says; — The fund offers tlio readiest 
means for English people to help llieir 
Italian fellownien. It Will be used 
with the judgment that Is characterla- 
tlc of the philanthropic energy that 
has always had its centre at the Man- 
sion House, and the telegraph will en- 
able the Lord Mayor Instantly to meet 
requests that may come to him from 
tho Italian administration or from tho 
British naval offlpers on tho spot for 
supplies of any kind, which will of 
course be bought at the points from 
which the speediest (^eUvery is prnc- 
tinable. 1 The King of Italy, in adoord- 
anoe with the splendid . tradition of his 
house; has gone $o Mussina and done 
a m'an's't W9rk ih .Iteipip^ tho rescuers. 
Every day ■will bflriar- fresh Itnowledge 
of the nature and:extent of the earth- 
quake, and of th(j 'damago it has 
wrought. We may hope tliut the first 
estimate of the number of those that 
have been lost and of the destruction 
of houses and towns will prove to 
have been' higher thap the truth. Tho 
effect 'of such scenes on men's nerves 
is so tremendous tliat cool or accurate 
observation" Is usually at the time im- 
possible, a'nd for that reason there Is 
aonio ground for hoping that as tho 
work of reacuo proceeds the ruin will 
prove to have been less complete and 
less widespread than was at first be- 
lieved. In any case the need for hur 
man help is probably as great as -.iK 
any disaster within ' the i" mfemory *of 
men now living. • ' 

Some flutter appears to have been 
caused over here (says the Dally 
.Chronicle) by an' attack ujion Eng- 
land lli an article by Professor Sclile- 
mann, .which is described as "extra- 
ordln^rj;."^'. The description is inac- 
curate,' 'The attack la not extraordin- 
ary at all; it is the ordinary, and al- 
most weekly, staple of the Professor's 
articles in the Kreuz Zeltung. Mr. 
Steadman, In an Interview upon tho 
subject, is equally at. sea in describing 
the article aa a stray piece of "aen- 
satlonallsm" worthy of no serious no- 
tice. There is no use in shutting our 
eyes to the fact that the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Schlemann are widely 
held and persistently ursccl. Happily 
there are other factors which make for 
a better understanding between the 
two nations. One is mentioned by Mr. 
Steadman. It is that the Industrial 
class are neither Anglopliobe in Ger- 
many nor Gerrnanophobc in Great Bri- 
tain. Another fact is that the actual 
policy of the British Government :ia 
quite reniote from the version of it 
which Professor Schloinann presents 
to his readers. Professor Schlemann 
jjays a poor coinp.llment to his coun- 
try, as Mr. Steaainan truly observes, 
In suggesting that for Great Britain 
to be friends ■ivlth other countries la 
nqoespar|Iy- to "ispliite Germany.". Wo 
seek to be 'friends' with Germany as 
with other natlonsi and' Germany, b6- 
ing bent upQn,...rthe'!>.!n'*'i'"tananoe of 
peace equally ivIth^ouriHelves, ought to 
rejoice at. the understandings whereby 
definite caiiSes'^of jtrlctlon between 
England aid France and England and 
Russia have been removed. 

The Dally Mall, commenting on the 
Messina earthiiuake, s.-iys: — Catas- 
trophes such as this .stagger t!io Imag- 
ination fiecaUBo of the colo.sKal scale of 
the ruin which they deal and because 
of tho utter helplessness of man when 
confronted with them.

Before them his vaunted dom- 
Ihance over the material world col- 
lapses like a hQuse of cards. ■ He can- 
not even predict when the convulsion 
will happen or give warning to those 
Who will be rpenacpd.^y It ' The sci- 
ence of seipnUplQgy Is st|il. it is true, 
in its infancy,' as exact 'and' selcntlfic 
Observations of earthaw^kes- do not 
go further back than a generation. 
Already It has. renderjed ^valuable ser- 
vice to- men, but at the best it can on- 
ly paljiatp, . aiid .npt prevent, catas- 
trophe. In the space of six yearg vre 
have seen tho town of St. Pierre over- 
whelmed by tho sudden eruption of 
Mont Pelee, tho groat city of San 
Francisco almost entirely blotted out, 
"Valparaiso reduced to ruins, and King- 
ston destroyed. . In each case the In- 
habitants of the affjlcte^^, citips' had 
come to regard "their , danger ae Deg- 
ilglble. They have Jived' In the belief 
that tho future was secure, .md with 
no idea that the earth might suddenly 
open beneath them and swallow up all 
the fruits of tho efforts of years and 
decades. In a moment, unforseen and 
inexplicable, the blow falls, the city is 
wiped out with tho loss of th'otisnnds 
or tens of thousands of lives, and man- 
kind la left to groiio for a moral, and 
to discover what is, after all, the rid- 
dle of the universe.

A . delegation L from ' tho Union of 
Munclpallties, appointed at tho recent 
mooting of that body at Vernon, wait- 
ed on the government yesterday with 
requests as to tho legislation they 
doslro during tho coming session on 
municipal subjects. Afterwards they 
had another interview witli tho attor- 
ney general. Tho deputation consist- 
ed of Mayor Keary of New Wcstmln- 
stor, tlie chalrinun, Mayor Hall of 
Victoria, ex-Mayor Planta of Nnnalmo, 
ex.-Mayor Keeloy of North Vancouver, 
Kouvo Byrno of Burnaby and IJeovo 
nose of Surrey. They were accom- 
panied by J. P. l\Iann, city Bollcitor for 
Victoria, and W. G. McQuarrie, city 
solicitor for Now AVestminSte'r;"" 

Tile principal requests mado to the 
executive wore two In number, Tho 
first was a suggestion based on a reso- 
lution passed by tlio Union of Municl- 
oalltlos that tiio Provincial govern- 
ment take over the Antl-Tuborculosla 
sanitarium at TranquUle. The second 
was that the province establish a 
home for aged and indigent men, and 
bo responsible for the upkeep of the 
same. The proposal was tliat tile cities 
and municlpalltieH in various parts of 
the province scml their aged poor to 
this central inBtitutlon paying In ac- 
cordance with tho number of inmates 
despatched. It was thought that this 
would be a groat assistance to the 
smaller towns and be a much more 
economical arrangement all round; It 
was also believed that it would bo 
self-supporting and so not a source 
Of expense to the government. The 
executive took the " matter under ad- 
visement. 

"With the attorney general tho ques- 
tion of a number of desired amend- 
ments to tho Blunlclpai Clauses act 
were taken up. One request was re- 
fused, this being the suggestion that 
tho tenure of oflico for mayor bo ex- 
tended to two years. It was also sug- 
gested that the aldermen be elected 
for a similar period, half . at . a time. 
TheL -attorney general . could n^t " see 
his f'way to grant this, anfl It miy'be 
remarked, this, plan was' tried and 
abandoned In Vancouver. 
l:'On' the duestlon of tlio licensing of 
cltibs so aS to' enable some control to 
bo exorcised over tlie less desirable 
ones, tho minister was able to assure 
the delegation that' lie had prepared a 
bill dealing with tlie question, whlcli 
will be brought down during the pres- 
ent session. An outline of tho main 
provisions of tho new enactment will 
bo found el.sowhere. 

There were !i number of other points 
talt'en up, most of which have merely 
a local application. These wil^ bo 
considered by kth^' government and It 
la possible 'that'lipiTiei oIjtheip' wlUUnd 
their way Into^law.C during the next

Forecast of Some of the Legis- 
^- latipn £;(pected at. Coming 
' Session ' ' 

So far the session of Parliament 
which opens today bears no promise 
of being a sensational one, although 
there are several measures of import- 
ance to be introduced by the govern- 
ment. One of these deals with tlio 
superannuation clauses of the Civil 
Service Act, as foreshadowed last ses- 
sion. It was Intended to bring this 
down at once, but now the date of Its 
introduction is uncertain. The expert 
actuary, Moses B. Cotsworth, of Tfork, 
England, upon whom the government 
Is relying for soih'e of the expert in- 
formation needed, has not yei arrived, 
irle was expected here ehortly before 
Christmas, and Jndeed... telefraphod 
that ho would be. here on that date. 
He is, hojvever, .engaged upon similar 
work for 'the British government and 
has .been- unable ^ get .away, i It Is 
hoped that-,he'iwlll.^,be her.e aoouj but 
the "date** of his ajfrlval'^'ls ..uncertain 
and In the' meantime' the bill is hung 

Another very Important bill ib the 
new -Water Closes Act, upon which 
the Hon.. F. JT.IFulton, K;C., has, been 
at \^ork for some' time. It contains 
over 300 sections' arid embodies ariiim- 
b«r" of important Innovations, tho re- 
sults of expe.rl^nce ' gained ; hero.. and 
elsewhere, which Will be received. With 
Interest by .th'oise wishing to take up 
water records 'for Irrigation or power 
purposes. The exact nature of tho 
changes from existing legislation has 
not been disclosed, but the new bill 
Is likely to have been influenced by 
tho convention of expert Irrlgationlsts 
which met at Vernon last summer. 

Another net, which has been expect- 
ed by the legal profession, will be one 
authorizing the consolidation of the 
British Columbia statutes, which have 
not been revised since 1897, The mat- 
ter, ;is la customary, will be placed in 
ttio hands of a commission of one or 
more lawyers. 

Tlic Club I,lconslng Bill is sure to 
arouse a good deal of interest and 
.some discussion, though when Its pro- 
visions are made known it will be seen 
tliat no respectablu clubs will bo In 
any way affected beyond tlie necessity 
of taking out a license. Brlolly the 
act will ensure that every club in 
which liquor is sold or supplied to 
members will bo obliged to take out an 
annual license of $100, which may bo 
cancelled at any time by tho attorney- 
general. Tho license will bo granted 
by the Superintendent of Provincial 
Police on tho written instructions only 
of the attorney-general; and^nb' UQUor 
may bn sold .or> supplied without this 
license. . ' :'y^^ 

To Appoint' lnap«|btcfir. 

An Inspector of clubsi'-wiil bo ap- 
pointed under tho orders of tho Su- 
perintendent of Provincial Police and, 
upon rocoipt of complaints of. improper 
conduct, or If tho . authqrities have 
reason to believe that such ils^golng on, 
the Superintondont or *tliie ''irisiiector 
or someone authorlzed-.by the former 
will have autliorlty to enterany of tho 
clubs at any time and Examine tho 
books, and especially the porch book, 
and generally make such enquiries as 
jnhy bo necessary to sea that tho priv- 
ileges granted to clubs are not being 
abused. Clubs organized under tho 
li'rlondly and Benevolent Societies 
Act will not bo eligible for lIconBcs, 
and so will not be able to sell liquor. 
One of tho offenses entailing the for- 
feiture of . Ilconse will ,bo tho selling 
or providing of liquor to a minor. • 



It is, perliaps, needloHS to say, tliat 
this loglalntioa Is not aimed at res- 
piictttblo clubs, such us, for instance, 
tho Union Club, the Pacific Club or 
tho Vancouver Club.

Unfortunately lie fkve thj wprknion; 
tho receipts Issued by the munlclpallfy 
for their road tax, and when' he re- 
turned tho stubs the municipality 
wanted the money. Then Mr. Hllltout 
explained that ho had a beautiful new 
road for them, worth much more than 
tho amount of the road tax. Tlie mu- 
nlclpallt.v did not .see it that \v;iy, and 
brought suit. 

The municipality won before coun- 
ty Court Judge Howny, but hud a nar- 
row escape In the full court. It seems 
tliat the defendants denied everything 
in tholr defence, Including tho fact that 
Matsqui was a nuinlclpality. The 
plaintiffs did not put in the formal 
])rooE of that fact, and the defend- 
ants asked for a non-suit. This was 
refused and the same point was raised 
yesterday, and for a while it looked 
as If tho appeal was going to bo grant- 
ed. Josepli Martin, K.C.,' for tho re- 
spondents was called upon, and for 
a while bad rather a hard time of It. 
The Judges had a llttlo fun with liiin 
in a dignified way, Mr. Justice Irving 
saying that really It looked as If Jlat- 
squl could not bo a municipality, the 
point had been taken at the trial and 
again In the notice of appeal, and still 
tliere was no evidence forthcoming.

HERE AI\iD THERE^ 



There have been many congresses 
held in recent years. Whether these 
great gatherings of tho people of many 
lands have accomplished all that their 
promoters hoped, may be doubted. Yet 
it Is certain that they have been use- 
ful in spreading knowledge and aroua- 
.'Ing thoughts. Among the subjects 
Which have occupied tlio attention of 
philanthropists everywhere, during late 
years . is : that . of ithe', 'prevention of 
the spread of crime.,'- , ",■ 

When, nearly fortyT. years .ago, the 
United States reallz^d-that, among the 
thousands of foreigners, who sought 
her shores, there were many crim- 
inals, it was determined to seek tlie 
cooiieratfon of the governments of 
Europe to keep away tlieso undesirable 
Immigrants. One of the results of 
this was that successive Prison Con- 
gresses liavo been held in many of 
the capitals of ISurope. There have 
been seven of these meetings and tho 
eight Is to bo held in Wasbington, In 
1910. Tho subject before this iis- 
scnibly, as Secretary Root,' told Con- 
gress, wben asking for an appropria- 
tion to cover Its expense. Is to dis- 
cuss how best to stop tho making of 
criminals. 

If the leadei-.s of thiiught among all 
nations during the interval bi-ioru the 
next ses.-ilon of the I'rlson (Jongress 
.-studied the subject with the earnest- 
ness which it deserves there can bo 
little doubt that great good will re- 
sult. 

But though this Is true, though or- 
ganized effort on the part of govern- 
ments may do much, it Is In the 
.bonies of the people, that the real 
work Is -to be done. It boys and 
Eirls enter upon tho vvorld's work with 
sound iirinclples, and good habits there 
Is little danger of their becoming 
criminals. Every father and mother 
who brings uj) a family of manly boys 
and pure girls aro doing elfoctivo 
work in the prevention of crime. 
Every teacher wlio Inspires his or 
her class with high Ideals and noble 
motives or v.'ho .sots before them the 
example of a good lite Is placing their 
feet in the jinth that leads away from 
the prison iloors. In this work of 
stopping the making of criminals tlie 
humblest may do something and no 
more fatal mistake could., .be made 
than to suppose that it can be ac- 
complished except by individual effort.

While In almost, all the sciious 
periodicals of the' day, there are 
articles on woman suffrage from the 
pens of women, few men have of late 
entered Into the controversy. The 
elTects which tho granting of votes 
to them would have on the women 
themselves and on tlieir homes and 
tho result of the possession of. the 
franchise on future, legislation . have 
formed the burden of .most of the 
arguments on both sides. 

A contribution of-qulte a.dlflerent 
charaot€>r;ils,tliiat'',by,ja3dward.vG6uldlng, 
in the Becember" number of the Nine- 
teenth Century.' ,. 

The writer points out tbl-t Lord 
Beacqnsfleid and a ,number ^ot other 
eminent Tory statcsnian, believed that 
all women who are property holder.s 
should have votes. In 1873 -Mr. Dis- 
raeli wrote: ' , ' ; ' 

"I was much honored by receiving 
from your liands the memorial signed 
by lliOOO women of.lCnghmd, among 
them 'sonic . illustrious . names, thank- 
ing me for my services In attempting 
to abolish the anomaly that tho parlia- 
mentary frapchlse attached to a house- 
holder or property qualification, when 
possessed by a woman, should not be 
exercised, though In all malters of 
local government, when similarly 
qualified, she exorcises this right. As 
I believe this anomaly to bo Injurious 
to the best interests of the country. 
I trust to see it removed by tho 
wisdom of Parliament." 

Among other Conservatives, who 
advocated the cause of Wonian Suf- 
frage, Sir Stafford Noi'thcote, and 
Lord John Manners are mentioned. 

Mr. Gouldlng . himself, arguo.i that 
it Is unfair, that woman should pay 
taxes without- having-, any- voice In 
their expenditure. He shows that 
many of the noblest, of English wo- 
men at present exercise , a great in- 
fluence, both .-direct and .indirect In 
Imperial politics. He. believes that 
tlic question of the cdmparativo ability 
of men and women has no bearing 
j on the argument. On this point he 
says "all that Is exi>ected of the aver- 
age voter Is caiiacity. to torin an 
oi)inion on jilaln facts and .ilmplo 
argument.^, and women are, as n. whole 
quite as competent as men to discharge 
this modest duty." 

It must bo noted, however, that this 
writer does not believe in universal 
suffrage and he does not think tliat 
the possession of the franchise im- 
plies a right to hold a scat In parlia- 
ments.

Science is bent on revolutionizing 
tho inethodH of lionu; management, 
even in Great Britain. The old -for- 
mula of housekeeplng~"the light of 
nature and. the rule of thurnb"— is to 
bo rudely, shattered and superseded 
by the application of modern sclentl- 
iic knowledge. King's . College is the 
llrst instltvitlon of Its-kind In ine moth- 
erland ■ seriously to undertake this 
mission, by special courses for the 
higher education of women in home 
science and household economics." 

"I don't think housekeeping can be 
properly and adetjUately done without 
tho aid of sclenca."''said Mrs.' McKll- 
lop, one of the ■^'scleiice Iitturors at 
King's. "HouBewlves of ' today do 
things according to tr&dltlon, which 
in many cases is quite •w'fong, and no 
two housekeepers; generally agree In 
their methods, ' ' 

Our idea is that to be a good house- 
keeper -.a woman, needs a genera! 
knowledge of elementary science. 
Changes come so quickly nowadays, 
and recipes that at. one Hmo were 
suitable are now the reverse. Take, 
for example the difference that the in- 
candescent principle has made to gas. 
Then there are gaij stoves which, have 
altogether transforp'icd, the system of 
cooking. Electri<;,-,..,li6htln«„ too, has 
come verv much to- the fore, .arid -this 
needs a cbrtain iim'oiint -''b.f' . skilled 
knowledge.. 'j?ht!ro }ir(5 what might be 
termed, dangers'.' concerned , wJtli 'elec- 
tric light, 'and th'e'bbusekeeper should 
know h'ow to guard 'againat them, 

"In addition to this there are. the 
Important .consldcraMons of ventila- 
tion arid' infectlou.'i diaeaso. Tho mod- 
el hou.s6wlfe should know when the 
air ,ln' a bedroom Is vitiated and liow 
to remedy it. .iI>;Klene and diet are 
purely matters where scientific knowl- 
edge, is essential, luid our object Is to 
train young girls to appreciate their 
importance. I have been a housekeep- 
er for seventeen yeariJ," Mrs. McKII- 
lop addqd, ."and If -^needed assistance 
I would certainly demand 'the services 
of an nssislant wiio had an elementary 
knowledge of 'SfdeRo.e. t.'iW.^ want ..to 
reach tho youii^i\^<j||n^.fTa Is .filt^f 
gether a question of cornfnon sense 
and now methods applied to tho do- 
mestic art." 

Tho syllabus of the course makes a 
heavy deniaiul on the intolllgenco of 
the student. In applied chemistry 
the subjects taught are the constit- 
uents of the atmosplicro, water anal- 
ysis, with special reference to Its use 
for drinking and cooking purposes; 
and the constituents of foods, adul- 
terents. and presei^'atlves, with a view 
to determining their relative values 
and whqlosomoness; and the chemis- 
try of cooking. The education of the 
housewife of the . future also covers 
so comprehensive a- range as sanitary 
science and applied, hygiene, econom- 
ics, bacteriology, " biology, physics, 
psychology, and • ethics. — Toronto 
Globe.

built under the auspices of the Umanl- 
tarla. The Ideas of Slgnora MoWes- 
sorl have been carried out, here under 
her own genial supervision and the 
Casa del Bambini promises to be a 
happy place for the little ones.

Miss Annie Russell Is a devoted 
lover of things pertaining to domes- 
ticity. She lias a country home at 
Daniarlscotta, Me,, whither slie liees 
as soon as her engagements are at an 
end.

i, MAKE JIG PROFIT 

Bought Abandoned Vessel on 

j Christmas Island at Auc- 
■a tion Held at^Sydney 



^Valuable Cargo of Lost Steam- 
i[j er^WIII Yield Big Profit on 
t! ■ ..Speculatipn- 



: Tlie Sydney syndicate- which- l)OUBht 
the wreck of the steamer Aeon lost 
In July whllD on her way from San 
Francisco to Apia and Sydney nt 
Christmas Island when tlio under- 
writers sold l)er under the hammer 
at the New South Wales port for 
^£270, are likely to make a consider- 
able prodt on their investment. Tiiey 
oUtfltted a schooner with winches anil 
gear and went from Sydney to the 
Island just south of tlio line where 
the castaways of the Aeon spent two 
Vjeary; m^onths waiting for assistance 
bfsfore Capt. Downlo rigged up a gaso- 
. Ijdne engine In one of his lifeboats and 
; smarted to Faniilng island. Advices 

• have now been received that although 
the vessel is unsalvable'.and will prove 
a total loss, the wreckers have .the 

• prospect of recovering the greater part 
of the cargo. The Aeon did not break 
up, lying still with her hull broken on 
the reef whore she struck last sum- 
mer, and her cargo is being taken out 
by the wreckers. As '.his cargo was 
valued at $75,000, tiie speculators are 
likely to make a consldorablc profit- 
far greater than did Plnkorton and 
Dodd' of Stevenson's well-known 
story when they bought for such a 
large sum the. Flying. Scud>4>£'. Hull as 
she lay'oh''Mldwary;"isiania;^:''Wben the 
steamer Maherio,^ bound "'from ^Victoria 
to.Sydney.^called 'to. plck up the cast- 
aways .-of jther' Aeon, some of her sailors 
secured some proflt._fron^ a visit to 
the wrecked Aeon. One recovered a 
typewriter, so well encased that it was 
practically watertight, and the wreck- 
ers will probably recover the whole of 
this shipment of typewriters. "What 
attracted the Maheno's seamen most, 
though,' were the cases of tobacco and 
bales of dungarees, fine blue denim 
dungarees, that were in the partially 
submerged hold, of the wreck. One 
recovered a big parcel of tobacco, but 
he never smoked any of his find.

.iJW;he;n ,p.t-, Crlngel_irid ibis ; unknown 
companion,' who\b0arde^rthe: Halewood 
in the' .'inanher^'r'elate'S'fji^s -and 
after robbing Mate MoGowan, brutal- 
ly assaulted him with a belaying pin 
and escaped after threatening Capt. 
Brew with a stolen revolver and flr-' 
ing a fusiiade of revolver shots In ttho' 
darkness .the former was taking '"re^ 
venge for the deduction of £11 from 
his wages when discharged, a deduc- 
tion which he blamed the mate for 
causing. Neither of the men havo 
been apprehended, 'although ' the pro- 
vincial police have searched. the coast- 
line and elsewhere since, nor has the 
gig stolon from the Plalowood been re- 
covered. , . 

Cringel had a vindictive 'hatred of 
the mate when ho signed off the Hale- 
wood. He threatened then many things 
he would do to the mate if he ever 
got him ashore, and seemingly became 
Impatient of finding him ashore and 
went on board after him. 

Cringel Kome week.s ago rofu-sed duty 
and when Mate McGowan rlrovc him to 
work lie complained of slcknc^iH. Capt. 
Brew after hearing lila comijlaints 
allowed hlin to go to the marine hos- 
pital.

Awiilting a settlement in 
thisvegard the tug Tyco of the Puget 
Sound tugboat company and tho Mel 
rose are still awaiting here, pending 
instructions from the owners. Between 
tho captain of the JIulroso and the 
tugboat company a deadl.-!clc has aris- 
en. The Melrose when she came In- 
ward from Guaymas was bound to 
Port Townsend and .When (laught in 
the gale with her ' '.sails' .forn- and 
spanker boom goile' relief tried vainly 
to make her way Into "Port Angelev 
when ahk was driven .before the -wind 
at a rate of eight knots to a danger- 
ous irosltlon Inside Brotchle ledge and 
close to- the Dallas road foreshore. An 
abnormally high tide prevailed and It 
was feared that with the run out tho 
vessel would bo fast. Meanwhile 
Capt. McCarron was on »horo. Ho 
had come ashore in tlio morning to 
arrange for n tugboat and wa^3 in 
formed that tlie tug Tyeo was coming 
from Port Angeles with the ship Row- 
ona and would talcoi hold of him when 
tlie Rowena was dropped. Meanwhile 
tho wind had increased so mucii so 
that the tug William .Tolllffo of tho 
B. C. Salvage company was brought 
out to the outer wliart and stood by 
Capt. McCarron waited uptown for tlio 
coming of tho Tyeo, and tho mate who 
remained on board with his crew of 
eight men dropped a second anchor 
under foot, while tho Melrose strain 
ed as the wind Increased, 

In the early morning . the steamer 
Otter' had come oft- to tho Melrnsc and 
had offered assistance. The Otter of- 
fered to tow the sdioonerAto a safe 
anchorage Iree. . Capti .< HcCarron •was 
suspicious then when the Otter olCered 
to take him to an aiicho'rage ■ for 
nothing. He. refused, saying"' he had 
been too long ' at Bpa' to ■ get caught 
■with a claim for salvage afterward 
put In. Ho put down a boat and. with 
the second mate came ashore to ar- 
range for a tug. While he was ar- 
ranging tho W'lillam Jolliffe stood by 
in ctiso s)ic was reriulrcd. 

When tho Tyco camo to this city 
Capt. Lovojoy -^.iw the position In 
whicii the Melrose wiis lying and know 
the risk he was running and ho re- 
fused to do I ho work for ordinary 
towage. Capt. McCarron was not wil- 
ling to pay more than ordinary tow 
ago and ho romalned ashore, while tho 
Tyee went out and, assisted by tho 
William Jolliffe, towed the schooner 
to a safe anchomgc. Tho William 
Jolliffe was taken out an anchored and 
a line was given to the Tyee to steady 
her while. tho Tyee went In and put 
a line- on board tho Melrose and yank- 
ed her from the dangerous position to 
a place of safety.

LUMBER CHARTERING 

Many Vessels Are Being Taken to 
Carry Timber to Foreign Mar- 

'ri.^' ~ kets -\ . \. 

J During the past' weekalier^ has been 
considerable actlvlty.ln . charteflns^ of 
oftshore lumher i tonnage; However, 
the demand Is regarded as abnormal; 
and It Is expected that business will 
quiet down shortly. There have been 
no unusual features lOxcept that rates 
are $tlll unusually ilpw,*:ifind'. there 
seems tq' bo no Immediate prospect of 
a rise. 

Less business has been done in 
coastwise lumber tonnage, but tho 
fact that rates have remained steady 
is taken as .a favorable Ii^dlcatton that 
conditions will Improve as tho spring 
opens. 

Practically nothing Is doing in 
wiieat o-xporting. Until May 1 own- 
cr.s of iiiiifiii ve.^.sels are at liberty to 
charter tlif-lr tonnage for wlial they 
can got. After tho date named, unless 
further action Is taken, tho union 
niinlrnuni is 27 shillings .6 pehce.'from 
Puget Son -Id and Portland,;, will again 
becouK! efl'ootlvc. ' 

Present indications are that ton- 
nage will bo none too plentiful at tho 
opening of the next grain season. Few 
ve.ss(!ls are outward bound to this 
coa.-^t. The Orient is said to bo well 
cleared of tramp tonnage, while Au.s- 
trall.a Is taking u big lleet to carry it.s 
grain crop.. While there Is a large 
number of idle y<>.sho!h in the United 
Kingdom thi.s tonniige Is not iil>-ly to 
be sent to the north Pacific unless an 
xmusual demand appears, which Is not 
considered at .all . probable.

From the figures quoted above It 
'iWlU be seen that so far from the 
.'.business interests of Canada being 
{.prejudiced by the policy of the Cana 
dian banks instills! matter, they are 
.actually benefited, .and, in no small 
measure, since th'e ^deposits gathered 
abroad supply a large part' of their 
casli reserves. Had the banks at the 
date mentioned had no deposits and no 
loans outside of Canada, only $10,000,- 
000 would have been added to their 
resources at homo, and this would not 
have been lent for conmiorcial pur- 
poses. On the contrary, in order to 
bring the total reserves up to the 
normal level, not only would it have 
been necessary to add this sum to the 
cash reser%'c3 carried here, but also to 
withdraw a further large sum from 
mercantile loans. 

During the panic in the United 
States some of our newspapers pub- 
lished sensational and misleading 
articles to the effect that the funds 
lent by Canadian banks in New York 
were tied up and could not be got 
back to Canada. Notwithstanding the 
severity of the panic, however, thero 
was not a day during which moneys 
lent, to New. Y'orjt. brokers on call 
could not have been got in, and whilo 
It is true that. If It had been desired 
to ship money to Canada direct from 
New York, a premium of 3 to 5 per 
cent, would have fallen to be paid. On 
.the, . other hand. New York funds 
could,' at any time have been exchang- 
/e^ for drafts on London, and the gold 
brought from there — indeed, this pro- 
; cedurer was followed to a considerable 
.exteiit by the New York: agencies of 
some Canadian banks. No more con- 
vincing' evidence could be had of the 
availability of call loans in New York 
than is afforded by the experience of 
last year. 

■ On tho general subject of the moneys 
lent In the United States, It may pro- 
perly be argued that reserves are for 
use in a time of emergency, but on 
this score it can be shown that the 
course o'f the Canadian banks last 
autumn was not at all open to critic- 
ism. In the month of September, 
1907, tho total loans of Canadian 
banks outside Canada amounted to 
$88,953,000, while at tho end of No- 
vember, when the .stringency was most 
.severe, they had been reduced to 
$64,774,000— from which it will bo seen 
that tho banks had drawn upon their 
outside reserves to tlio largo amount 
of $24,000,000 to meet the necessities 
of the mercantile community in Can- 
ada. We may be permitted to ex- 
press our opinion that with very few 
exceptions Indeed tlie Canadian banks 
last year faced a very trying .situation 
with courage and a projicr sense of 
their obligations to the business com- 
munliy. As far as tills bank Is con- 
cerned. Wo are able to say that no 
lines of credit for custoiners were can- 
celled ,and no customer, from the At- 
lantic to the 3PacIflc, was refused ac- 
commodation for' his legitimate re- 
quirements.

British Columbia 
Depending, as this province does, on 
a few very Important iitaplc products, 
and not upon general agriculture or a 
diversity of manufactures, the' decline 
in trade elsewhere was at once re 
fleeted in the demand and prices for 
such product 

The lumber business lias been even 
less satisfactory than in the East. Tho 
demand from the prairie provinces was 
necos.sarlly \'ery small, owing to poor 
croi)s and tight money, and for export 
little business. .^yas, possible, and only 
at unsatisfactory prices. -Tc the ox- 
tent of the stoclcs of lumber at hand, 
and of such ' lagging and lumber or 
timber, making as could^not be avoided, 
losses will be sustained, but, as we 
have said before, the log is near the 
mill In tho Pacific areas, and there- 
fore adjustment of supply to demand 
Is quickly made. As a consequence, 
there is already a better outlook, and 
wo may hope to see this Important 
trade in a hoalthy condition again be- 
fore long. Tho value of standing timber 
has practically not ,bceil affected by 
the stringency in money, although 
there may have been some speculators 
who wore forced to sell at a concession. 
Whether the estimate of the total 
quantity of timber In British, Colum- 
bia, which I sliall .'give later. Is accur- 
ate or not, the value of It Is so enor- 
mous that too much cannot bo said In 
favor of proper forestry regulations. 
The loss by fire is simply appalling 
when reduced to money value, and the 
loss by careless and wasteful opera- 
tions, both in tho woods and at the 
mill, seems ever more inoxeu.sablo, be- 
cause it might bo more easily remedied. 

The nutptit of coal in tho province, 
which in 1907 was 2,220,000 long tons, 
fell to 2,013,000 in IflOS, but in view 
of the fire in the Crow's Nest Pass and 
the shrinkage in trade, this is not a 
very serious recession in production. 
Copper mining ranks next In import- 
ance to coal In British Columbia, and 
the fall In the price of copper is, per- 
haps, the most noticeable feature in 
connection with tho check to the 
world's expansion. But notwithstand- 
ing tho fact that tho copper market has 
boon dull during tho whole year, and 
the price as low as 11 to IS'/a cents, as 
against an average of 20 cents in 1907, 
tlio mining and smelting Industries of 
tho Boundary district have boon ac- 
tively and even prolltalily employed. 
Ore sliliimonts are larger than in 1907 
any i)ro\-ious year; additions are 
being made to plants to increase the 
resent large daily ouljiut, now records 
In which have been made this year. 
The tv.'o large companies are now able 
irc at from 150,000 to 175,000 tons 
monthly. Recent diamond drill bor- 
ings have confirmed the Impro.'JHlon 
that they have an almost ini xii.iu.siiiilo 
supply of ore, and as the tryiii;; litiic! 
they have experienced as to prlco.s has 
shown how cheaply thoy can produce 
tlie cof)por, there soonis ii(j reason 
to f(;ar that this groat distrlot will not 
poriiianently hold It.s imnortant place 
in copper production. 'Phoro was a 
niodoratc lncrca.«o In llio (|iiantity of 
ore treated or mined .at Xtoi^sland, Tint 
a larger docro;iso In other Kootonay 
mines, leaving the total for eleven 
nionths at 3SG.000 tons, against 417,- 
OUO tons for tho same period of 1907. 
'I'lie great fnll In- price of copper, sil- 
vor and lead has accentuated the dlf- 
llcultios of costly transportation, lack 
of capital nnd sometimes lack of ox- 
poi'lcnco in tho various mining Holds 
lu HrlUfdi C'olunibla; yet thero Is a 
groad deal of activity In them at tho 
pro.sont lliiio, and cvontually many 
new milling areas must become ini- 
jiortant .sources of wealth to the [irov- 
Inee Mo.st noticeable among these, 
both In dovolopmont work and In rail- 
road Inilldlng directly oonnectod with 
mining, arc tho various nr<!aH In 
Northern Hrltlsli Columbia and the 
lower jKirt of Yukon, which are more 
or loss tributary to the "O'lilto Pa.ss and 
Yukon railway. It is too early to say 
anything dotlnlto about the ultlmato 
vaiue of the copper and sliver proper- 
ties in those new mining fields., except 
that with the next rise in copper the 
mines of that character will doubtless 
ijocome profitable. 

The planting of trees, with a view to 
future fruit crops, is progressing rap- 
idly, and the fruit produced In 190S 
was excellent in quality and yield. 
Prices, although gimerally profitable, 
were nffoctod by thi^ dciirosslon In

In general farming thoro is conalder- 
ablo progress, especially in the vulloy 



of the Fraser, but British Columbia 
still buys from Eastern Canada very 
largo quantities of dairy products, 
eggs, and other things, all of which 
should bo produced la the province. 

The salmon pack last year 'was 542,- 
689 cases. This was one of tlie lean 
years, but the catch has been consider- 
ably, larger .than that of the corres- 
ponding .year ( of 1904. This year the 
big batcii Is due. Halibut fishing grows 
In Imjjortahcei ' but, unless our rights 
are guiarded,%'the advantaises ':are likely 
to continue ''tS<:-.be gained by our neigh- 
bors; ^^Durlngi^OOS, about ,..tljirty'-hino 
million poiinda ' Of - linllbut> canshfc\ofC 
the cipast of;. 'British Columbia; J?'5were 
shipped to Seattlef>' as. a^ainst'.itblrte^it 
million .. pounds 'to Vancduven-^J^'tlf kthe 
conditions 'surrounding the catchlng'of 
those fish by Americans are In all res- 
pects within the law, wo have no right 
to complain, but It Is observed that If 
the law wore strictly; observed, fishing 
by American vessels' would be prac- 
tically Impossible in any largo way. 
We should have government crulsora 
In sufficient numbers to pi'otoct our 
rights, nnd there Is no time to be lost 
In attending to this. These remarks 
are just as pertinent to tho llahing 
grounds which should be tributary to 
Prince Rupert as to those In other 
British Columbia waters. 

Taken as a whole, the province has 
had another year of pro.spcrlty nnd of 
satisfactory development, looking to- 
wards a much enlarged future. It lias 
suffered consldornbly from the tem- 
porary decline In the lumber trade and 
from the terrible fire in tho Crow's 
Neat Pass. But tho rebuilding of Fer- 
ule on a larger and more solid basis 
tlian over is signitlcant of the West. 
Such troubles are but Incidents wlilcli 
may delay but cannot stop tho growth 
of the country. In other respects, while 
trade has been restricted somewhat, as 
elsewhere, almost all classes have con- 
trived to make or save money. The 
Provincial Government, so hampered, 
some years ago, by the smallness of Its 
revenues, collected last year nearly six 
million dollars In government dues, 
only abc^ut ten. per cent, of which was 
from direct taxation. Tho revenue In 
1902 was only 'two millions. Victoria 
continues to grow, and Vancbuver 
seems destined 'to become a grreat city. 
Assessed values In Vancouver have 
risen from $19,500,000 In 1900 to $61,- 
700,000 In 1908. 

Before passing to the United States, 
It may be well to repeat the statement 
recently made by the Census and Sta- 
tistics Ottlce regarding the quantities 
and values of the Held crops of Can- 
ada. The area of these crops exclusive 
of British Columbia is given at 27,- 
r.O.'iififi.'! .ncres, and the computod value 
at tho average local market price as 
$432,533,000. These figures show an 
average value per acre for the field 
crops of the Dominion of J15.72. 
United States. 
While It ' was impossible that the 
three Pacific states in . which wo . are 
directly Interested should fail to feel 
the effects of disturbance In" the mar- 
kets' elsewhere, the check.. to business 
did not become generally dcute or lead 
to wlaespreud riiitincmi dia'atoo, mid 
conditions are now growing steadily, 
although slowly, more normal. 

The lumber markets, tho depression 
In which hud set In a year ago, were 
worse than those for any other lend- 
ing commodity. The large manufac- 
turers shut down, thus stopping pro- 
duction, but many of the smaller mills 
could not do so, and a general slaugh- 
ter In inicos took place. The natural 
difficulties were Intonsined by tho 
action of the railroads in increasing 
freight rates to points east of tho 
Missouri river, thus closing these mar- 
kets to the Pacific coast lumberman for 
tho moment. But already the change 
for the better is most apparent. Most 
of the larger mills are again running 
on full time, and with a good supply 
of orders; freight rates have boon 
somewhat improved; railroads, which 
woro practically not buyers during 
most of the year, aro calling for bids 
on a large scale; tho demand for or- 
dinary building purposes Is already 
very Important, and a return to normal 
conditions In tho near future seems 
assured. 

In view of the rapid destruction of 
timber going on throughout tho world, 
a correspondent of the London Times, 
In a recent Article, draws attention .to 
the quantities estimated as still stand- 
ing .in the Pacific coast areas of North 
America, as follows: Oregon, 225 bil- 
lion feet; Washington, 195 billion; 
California, 180 billion; British Colum- 
bia, 150 billion; Idaho and Montana, 
100 billion; a total of 850 billion feet 
Canada, as a whole. Is credited with 
500 to 000 billion feet. Tho deep In- 
terest of the European world in tho.'^o 
last great stands of timber in North 
America should not be forgotten when 
we consider our own national future 
We may see the forests on which wo 
have placed so much reliance dis- 
appear witli a rapidity which we have 
not supposed possible The quantity 
and value of the lumber produced from 
tii(. Douglas flr of Oregon and AVasli- 
ingtoii, the sugar pine, tho white pino, 
and the rculwood of California, all 
oombinod, will Illustrate In .a startling 
manner tho depletion which is going 
on, and the enormous money value of 
those staples:

Taking all the varieties of lumber 
into account, Washington exceeds all 
other states in outimt, the product In 
1907 being nearly 4,000,000,000 feet. 
The total product of tho whole United 
States in 1907 was about 40,000,000,000 
foot, with an estimated value of 
$660,000,000. 

Altliough lOOS was one of tho year.i 
In which a largo catch In .salmon was 
not expected, tho catch Avas l.irger than 
In 1907, and tlio year 'las been quite 
satisfactory, ijackors generally having 
made money. Tlic market is strong 
and comptiratively bare of .stock.s — an 
excollont position for the packiu-.s, in 
view of the large catch duo in 1909. 
The total pack of the whole Pacific 
Coast, from the Coliimbia rlvor to 
Alaska, including British pplpmbla, is 
estimated' at '3',630,0()0 casesi valued at 
$14,000,000. 

Tlio financial ovonta of the early part 
of the last year In tho 'CTnlted States 
have excited too keen attention to de- 
mand nuich comment on our jiart.

Thero ahould bo nothing In connec- 
tion with' theVbuslness position of the 
United States' so deeply, interesting 
to the European world and to Canada 
as the possibility of reform In their 
banking nnd currency system's. This 
has been discufr'sed with fluctuating In- 
terest during HO many years, that 
doubt as to their willingness to grap- 
ple with these extremely dlfilcult and 
complex problems naturally arises. 
The fact, however, reiiiuins, that we 
aro at prosout liable, to periodic dis- 
turbance of the'.- world's finances to a 
large ''dearree/f .quitfiii' unnecessary, be- 
cause Iff- tliat'^'groat' country, notwith- 
standing Its wonderful organization 
for other Industrial purposes, tho ma- 
chinery does not exist for managing 
tho credit transactions of the people 
without periodical panics. Let us hope 
that tho presoul Curreiioy Commission 
will really produce results.

While the financial statement for 
the past year has not yet boon submit- 
ted to tho board.

An estimate of tho 
amounts , required for . this year was 
prepared last' evenlnc" by the honrrl 
except tho estimates for salaries, In- 
cluding Janltor.s' salaries, repairs and 
alterations nnd fire Insuraneo. The 
other ostimato.s dooidod upon .and 
which will bo submittod to tho city 
council aro; Fuel, 53. 000, last year 
52,'jOO: board'.^ exiion.sos $1,500, last 
loar 51,300; furniture $4,000, last year 
J2.G00; supplies J2,500, last year J2,n00; 
niiscollanooiis $1,700, last year $1,500. 
I,ast year tho aijnroprlatlon for jani- 
tors' salaries was $5,. TOO, repairs and 
alterations $7,000, and lire Insurance 
$700. 

J. C. M. Koltli, architect, wrote the 
board pointing out that in 1004 he had 
been appointed nrchltoct for the new 
school which It was then projiosed tol 
erect and he had prepared sketch 
plans and done a considerable amount 
ot work -which proved useless in view 
of tho fact that the bylaw submitted to 
raise funds for the school had boon 
defeated. He asked thnt this year, 
when new schools aro to bo erected ho 
bo given some of the work. His com- 
munication, as well as that of W. 
P. dgway Wilson, arehltoct, wlio ap- 
plied for tho po.sltlon of architect for 
repairs and alterations will bo taken 
up later when the ciuestlon of the ap- 
pointment of an architect Is considered. 
Hot Air vs. Steam. 

A letter from H. S. Griffith, archi- 
tect, advocating the installation of 
hot air heating and vontll.itliig sys- 
tem In tho now schools in proforenco 
to stoam heating .cyst(;iii.H, claiming 
that the former gives iiuickc.r results. 
Is more economical and oasior of 
operation, brou;,ht up the question uf 
tho boating system in tlio North Ward 
school. Trustee Riddoll pointed dot 
that a now lioatlng and \'ontilatlng 
system will have to lio Installed in 
tiiat school and ho HUggostod that 
$6,500 bo placed in the eslimntos I'or 
that purpose. Tho Idea Is to take out 
the present system of steam heating 
and replace It by an entirely now 
system. 

Trustee McNeill, while fully rocog- 
nlzlns that a now system Is r.todod, 
doubted whether, with the la'ijo ox- 
pondlturos to be made In other dir- 
ections, it would not bo bettor to go 
slowly just at iiroscnt. it was do- 
cldod to place that amount In tlio 
estlmatos uiidor the head of repairs 
and alterations. 

Exactly UO applications for llio 
jioslllon of janitor of tho North Ward 
sehdol wore received and after so\'oral 
bailot.s; Hainuel I^owry was apiiointrd 
to tho otllce. An application from 
Jliss Mary L. Cunningham for a jiosl- 
tlon on the teaching staff was filed. 

Superintendent E. B. Paul, reported 
on his Investigation Into the com- 
idalnts that some of the teachers afe 
giving Ihoir scholars too mucli homo 
work. The trouble had boon, he found, 
that tho tonchors had been In tlio 
halilt of giving scholars entirely now 
work for homo study, work which had 
not been touched upon in thi; class- 
room. Ho bellovod th.at all homo 
work should bo work of revision only 
and not work which the scholars have 
not taken up in tlie class-room. Ho 
Imd made it clear to the teachers that 
hereafter only suoii revision work Is 
to be given the scholars. 

Trustee McNeill stated thnt there 
had been too general a practice on tho 
part of teachers of assigning homo- 
work without first having prepared 
tho scholars in tho class room and that 
some of the Icacher.M are following a 
wrong system, In fact havo no sys- 
tem at all. He bellovod that tho 
suporlntondonl should bo rollovod of 
some of tho work that ho has now 
to do. In order that ho might have 
time to look aft<3r the matter of sys- 
tem In teaching ' and follow up the 
various,, teaohdrd a:nd insist., on the 
proper niofhods. An arrnngci'i'ient to 
to that end will ho made. 

Munt Follow Instructions. 

luMtructioiis will also be issued to 
tho various school iiriiiclpals that the 
orders of the modical Inspector must 
bo followed. This rule was the out- 
como of objections, made, by Trustee 
Stdhelandiito tho failure' oC many ; of 
tho teachers to' open tho -windows of 
tho class rooms during the noon hour 
so that the rooms might bo alrod. 
Dr. Wasaon, tho medical Inspector, 
had Instrtjcted the teachers to do this 
but mari<' of thoni are Ignoring.- his 
inslructltins, .
